From the Londun Papers, May 21. 

Hague, May 13. "The Memorial of his Excellency Baron 
de St Saphorin, Envoy Extraordinary and Plenipotentiary 
from Denmark, is to the following purport : 

“ Highond Mighty Lords, * 
“ The hates of the King of Denmark and Norway, my 
matter, are fo fituated, that the trade of his fubjeéts, to and 
from the provinces thereto belonging, would be much difturb- 
ed, were not his Majefty to take fuch f{teps as may fecure the 
Baltic, and his coafts, from alljkind of hoitilities and violences, 
and to protect the former from the incurfion of all privateers 
and armed thips. 

« In order, therefore, to preferve a free and peaceable com- 
munication between his aforefaid provinces, it has pleafed the 
King my matter to declare, that the Baltic being, fom its pe- 
culiar fituation, an inclofed fea, in which the fhips of every na- 


tion ought, and may fail in peace, and enjoy the advantages of | 


a perfe@. tranquillity, his Majefty cannot permit any armed 
fhips, belonging to the belligerent powers, to enter it, with a 
view of acting is an hoftile manner againft any nation whatfo- 
ever... . 

‘¢ The two other northern Courts have adopted fimilar mea- 
fures, which are founded in nature and equity ; the: poten- 
tates, whofe dominions border on the Baltic, enjoying «a pro- 
found peace, which they confider as the greate(t bleifing that 
fovereigns can impart to their fubjects. 


« The King my niafter orders me to notify, without lofs of | 


time, this his’ Royal declaration to your High Mightineffes. 
His Majefty makes no doubt.but you will receive with pleafure 
a refolution diétated by the moit perfe neutrality, and: that in 
conformiry thereto, you will give the proper in{tru€tions to all 
commanders of fhips of war and privateers in the fervice of 
your High Mightineifes.”’ 

Hague, May 15. We hear that the convention concluded 
between France and the Republic, concerning the reprifal of 
the veffels of their refpedtive fubjects, arrived here laft Friday, 
figned by his Chriftian Majetty, By this convention it is faid 
to be determined, that in cafe any veflels fhall be retaken by 
any of the privateers of the two nations, within 24 hours after 
they have been in the hands of the enemy, that the half of the 
value of the reprifal thall belong to the captor, and if they are 
retaken after having been longer than 24 hours in the hands of 
the enemy, then the whole fhall belong to the captor; and if 
any veffels fhall be retaken within the 24 hours by any men of 
war, they fhall only be entitled to one thirtieth part, and if af- 
ter that time, toonly one tenth of the value of the reprifal. 

Amfterdam, May 12. On the gth inft. the following men 
of war failed from the Texel, viz. the Batavia of 56 guns, the 
Argo of 44, the Amphitrite of 36, the Venus of 24, the 
Eenfgezindhind of 24, and the cutter Ajax of 24, with two 
advice boats. We learn from Rotterdam, that the fame day 
three men of war and four coftas failed from the Meufe. 

Amfterdam, May is. It has beeg often remarked, that 
tircumitances were never fo favourable for forming political 
connections between the provinces of the United Low Coun- 
tries and the Unized States of America, as at prefent.

they once more adjourned the Court, forthe conclufion of this 
bufinefs, to Monday next.

All 
this time fhe had fo much the worlt of the action, that fhe took 
the opportunity of our heads being different ways io make all 
the fail the could to ger away ; we wore, and chaced her again; 
oar mizen-malt being entirely difabled prevented our getting up 
with her before five A. M. "It being day-light, we could dif- 
tinguifh one another plainly; fhe appeared to be a French 
eighty-gun fhip, in good order for battle. 

Some people on board us, who pretend to know, fay fhe is 
the Languedoc. At five we began the action again, and con- 
tioved til half paft fix, when finding our thip much difabled, 
the fore-yard coming down, all the malts, yards, fails, and 
rigging much hurt, guns difmounted ;—the wreck of thefe, 
and dead and wounded men tilling the deck, I thought it pro- 
per to haul our wind, in order to clear it. The enemy kept on 
her courfe for Breft. 

Our lofs in men is twenty-fix killed, and fixty-four wound-

That not being the cafe, we have 
reafon to fappofe, that neither the prizes, nor Monf. de la 
Motte Piquet, are fo fafe as to be entirely ont of the reach of 
Admiral Darby; the lefs fo as we read, in the Broffels Ga- 
zette, that when the frigate Nereide arrived at Breft with the 
news, Monf. de la Motte Piquet was then diftant above 60 
leagues from that port. 

Yefterday exprefles were difpatched to all the feaport towns 
in England and other parts, for the troops and militia to be en- 
camped along the coalts, that they may be ready to oppofe the 
landing of an enemy ; and alfo for the farmers, &c. to drive 
their cattle into the interior parts of the country, to prevent 
their bein corig off. 

Four fi ‘of the line are nearly ready for fea, byt cannot 
go out for want of feamen; thefe are the Agamemnon of 64 
guns, at Portfmouth, new; Arrogant of 74, at Chatham, re- 
paired ; Sampfon and Africa of 64, in the river, both new.

The Spanith fleet got information of the arrival of Admiral 
Darby juft in time to make their efcape, and fecure themfelves 
in the Bay of Cadiz, bya mere accident. One Capt. R—s, 


who commanded one of the tranfports, having infured his fhip | 


to go with the convoy, waited the failing of the men of war, 
and having, by this manoeuvre, fecured the in’urance at a {mall 
premium, in the enfuing night he flipt from the fleet, and, un- 
der pretence Of having foft it in a fog, puthed for port, know- 
ing, that if hethad the luck to efcape the vigilance of the ene- 
my, and arrive there firft, he fhould get at leaft 801. or 100 l, 
per cent. profit upon his cargo; and if mifcarried, having fe- 
cured his ¢redentials, he fhould recover againft the infurers. He 
was taken, and he gave the enemy the firft intelligence of the 
unexpected arrival of the Englith fleet. 

The departure of M. dé Graffe on a fecret expedition, while 
we fimply thought the armament under his command was in- 
tended to join the Spanifh fleet at Cadiz, and the fubfequent 
unexpected blow {truck by La Motte Piquet, are both circum- 
{tances which fhew that the French play a mach deeper and 
better game than we do. They feem to know our plans, while 
we know nothing of theirs ; and as Jong as that is the cafe, they 
will always have the better of us, and continue to foil us, as 
they have lately done ja every attempt.

** The report of the refotutions of the preceding day, on the Duke’ 
of Athol’s claim to certain duties on herrings at the Ile of Man, 
being brought up and read, Mt Demplter moved, that the following 
additional claufe thould be interted, ** That all filhing-boats belon ing 
** to the Ile of Man, thould, previous to their going out, bé refilt 
‘* ed with the proper officer appointed for that purpofe, and pay acet= 
“* tain duty to the Duke of Athol.” 

_ Lord Nugent rofe in oppofition to this claufe, and exprefied his 
difapprobation of tuffering the fovereignty of fuch an iilaad to be ib * 
private hands, though, after all, he thould not object to any thing in 
the noble Doke’s favour, that did not militate againft the defigns of 
Government, when they bought up the faid ifland for the ufe of the 
Crown, which was to put an end to the fhameful praétices of imug- 
gling that had been carried on with the inhabitants thereof. The 
noble Lord went into a great deal of extraneous matter, and, amongft 
other things, adverted to the great power of the Duke, as a fubj 
his Grace having now the appointment of the High Admiral, and Vice- 
Admiral of the ifland in queftion.
